demn all Great and Honourable names, 
by which the King ( the Criftal Fountain of Renour ) is pleaſed 
to Dignifie, and diſtinguiſh many Nuble, Reverend, and Wortky 
Perſons in Church and State. Shali Irherefore ( my Lord ) have 
leave to offer a few Words from the Scriptures of Truth, to thele 
ten in Juſtification of Titles, Geftures, and other Significatt- 
onsof Honour ; which T apprehend my ſelf ſomewhat concern'd 
todo for theſe three Reaſons : 

1. That T might give you your due and proper Title ( my 
Lord ) not by way of Flattery and Complement but accor- 
ding ro Duty and Judgment. And : 

2. That theſe great Pretenders co Light ( if poſſible ) might 
be Enlightened, .in the Point of Honour, which: they have been 
Taught (but not of God) to diſ-ule,yea,to Diſpiſe and Villite. 

3. That I may maintain the Honour and Reputation of True

Reſpe& to all men, eſpecially ro Superiours in Church, Stat 
and Families, Let 7cob,a percioa of fignul Piety coward God, 
and of very great Civility to men, be well weigl'd by thoſethy 
profeſs themſelves tobe his Seed _ 

Moſes in his firſt Book called Geneſis in the 32 and 33 Chapters, 
hath Recorde4 at large the Prudent, Decent, Civil, Courtly 
Carriage of Facoh towards his Brother Eſau, when Eſay and he 
were on their Marci to meet each other, ant at their meeting 
and Tatec-viev. Tis to be ſeen in th5:e two Chiprers, that Fav) 
did call himelf five times Efuy's Server ; and cail'd Eſau eight 
times, my Lord Eſau; and bow'd him*elt (even times to the 
ground when he came into the preſence of Ef2:. 

To me (my Lord) tis very evident that this l>fry Languageand 
lowly Geſture of Facob, cams only from his great Prudence; 
thus to pacifie the tuppos'.{ Diſpleaſure and W: ath of Eſay, and 
from his well-inform'd Conſcience, which told him, it was his 
Duty eo Honour his Elder Brother Eſau, upon te account of 
Seniority, and Pcemogeniture. For, 

1. The Love of God mentioned in Ma[zcbi, and the Promiſe 
made to Rebecca, as recited by Sr. Paul, Rom. 5. 106, 11, 12,13, 
Seem to fingle out, and (olely to refer to the Perion of Facoh, nat 
of Eſau. When Rebecca had Conceiv'd by one, even by our F4- 
ther Tſ2ac, it was (aid unto her ( by the Lord himſelf, Gen.25.23) 
The Elder ſhall ſerve the Younger, as it is written ( M41, 1. 23.) fa: 
cob have I Loved, but Ea'1 bave Thated This Promiſe and Declz- 
ration of God, ſeems to abſulve Facob from ali Service and Ho- 
mage to Eſay, and to oblige Eſau to ſerve and bow before Fact, 
as his Lord ani Superi>ur ; but cis apparent, that though the 
Names of the Two Twins, Facob and Eſay, are only nam'd, yet 
not their Perſons, but their reſpeive Poſterities are intended,is 
any man may eafily ſee, that will compare Ron. 9. 10. &c. MY, 
T-2,3 Gen.25.21,22,23, That Facobh underRood the Promile made 
to his Mother, not of any Perſonal Eleftion of Facob, or Repro- 
bation of Eſay ; nor of Perſonal Sybjetinn and Submiſſion of 
the Elder Brother to che Younger, Jacobs Fa& ſully ſhews : who 
did, notwithſtanding the Promiſe aforeſaid, Serve and Honour 
Eſau, as he was Faco!'s ficſt-born Brather; and as Eſau was now 
growa Great, Rica, and Potent.. __Y

{yl Ettate at this time; the very preſent ſent to Eſau, was a goo | 
Fiace of it ſelf, Ger.32. 13, 14, 15. 

; Facob was now diltretigd, and greatly afraid(Ger.z2.7,11,) 
of Eſaw's real Force, and ſy{pected Violence, looking every mo» 
ment, when He and ail His ſhould be Slain by the hand of Eſau, 

' who was now not far off with 405 men at his Heels; and woulu (o 
Good,ſo Holy a man as Facob dare to die Ditlembling and Lying ? 
No certainly, not to ſave his own Life and the Lives of all His, 

4. Jacob pray*d earneſtly to his God for Deliverance; and is ic 
Reaton or Charity, to think that a Soul fo devour as his was, 
would Call on God in Truth, ( as doubtleſs he did, Gen. 32. 10, 
1,12. Jand mutiply Lyes in reiterating my Lord, &c, thy Ser- 
wnt,c. to Eſau at the (ame time ? 

5. God did fo Gracioufly appear to F4c3h at this junRure, 
tat he ſaw God face to face, Ger. 32. from verſ. 24.to 31. And 
durſt he tell co Eſau fo many Lyes ? and look tae God of Truth 
the faceat the tame time? Surely No, except we will ſuppole 
tim much more prophane than Eſau, wio is for a far leſs Offence. 
than Lying, called proph.ane, Heb.12.16.

Ow after ſome time I had ſpent upon this account, being not 
burthenſome to any, for I never took money, nor moneys- 
worth of any Perſon; whereas,there were ſome that did take bother 
Gilver and Gold, with other things; bur 7 laboured with my own 


hands for my bread, and money that I ſpent,and was not beholding

Now after a ſhort time, there crept in amongf chem, ſome who 
looke after their Intereſt; and whereas ſome of them were poor 
before, now begin to thrive in the World 3 and then they went on 
vith their Miniftery with more courage ; and if they were caſt into 
Priſon, then they had all their buſineſs done for them, beter than 
others could'/have done; for their moneys,and all things were pro- 
ded. for them, as well as if they had been at home: by this means 
tier Miniftery was no burthen to them; for the Rich would help 
them with Money, Horſes, and Waynes, and the Poor with La- 
bour. {0 that chere was nothing wanting. Bur this, in a ſhort time, 
Gd teger ſome Heart-burnings amongſt them ; for thoſe that did 
the moſt for them, thoſe were-rhe only men in their Eyes, and 
were the moſt efteemed by them; Here one May ſee how Gifts blind 
the Eyes of the Wiſe. X 
But chiS turned co Hearteburning in ſome, (eeing othersto befo 
B 2 much 
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much eſteemed, not that their NEfrconſack did exceed others, hyt 
that their Gifts did purchaſe Fayour and Aﬀection , the other ng; 
able ro do the like, did ſpeak privately one to another about it, an} 
ſaid, This rhing ought nor to-be-: Some, as amongſt all others, were 
00 ready to carry Tales, whch is better taken with theſe Perſy 
than iF rhey had brought. thema preſent according to their Ability. 
the others ſeeing aJſo that the back-biters and tale-bearers did come 
in favour ,did ſtumble at it ? but they might as well keep hlence, for 
if they did complain, they told ghem that they had loſt their frf 
Love, and were clouded, and Darkneſs was come over them, and tha 
they muſt mind their own conditions,and not look out at others, Some 
that were but weak, did think that all that my did fay was true, 
and that they could not-Erre , therefore they betook themſelyest 
their Repentances, and after, learned better manners : But ſome g. 
thers that did underſtand better, and knew that thoſe things were 
not risht, ſtood to it; fo that this begat much Contention z. 
Mongſt them. But while theſe were ſpeaking one againſt another, 
the others that believed the Miniſters could not Erre, they were re. 
pentins of their own Miſcarriages for ſpeaking againſt their Mini. 
ſters, and the other that took their part , which were able and 
ſufficient men, of good Repute, and might be Servicable untothem 
that were Poor, | And now by this time they are come into the 
Unity again ; but the other ſtand in the fame , telling them tha 
thoſe Ations are like the Worlll, and thar it.is not according to the 
/Truth to reſpe&t Perſons : But then comes theſe Nw Penitents, 
which are agam reformed, and theſe take the part with the other, and 
begin to reprove them that ſtand out, telling them that they then. 
ſelves were in the ſame ſtate as now they are, and that they,) dro 
the goodneſs of Gvd, came to ſee their loſs, and how they loſt 
Unity; and if ever they thought ro come to Peace, they muſt co-

But the other being of a more ſingle Judgment, Kill Kand to it, 
which cauſeth their Miniſters to look ftrange upon them, and wil 
got own them; and if it chance, at any time, the Miniſters take 
them by the hand to give them a. gentle Reproof, they will but

Then theſe things put me to a ftand, whether I ſhould come a- 
nongſt them or nor, ſeeing they wee falling from the Scripcure, 
ind from Truti it ſelf, for this would lead into all Errors; but then 
grin, I thought that it might be poſlible that I mighe over-turn 
this grand Error, and by that means might do much good ; but 
there were many of the Chief of them which held che ſame, and 
«hen I would diſcourſe with them, then TI muſt ſubmit to them, and 
iſo muſt repent for ic before them, If I ſhould ſpeak of it again to 
ny ofthem,by reaſon they thought I ſhould ſer enemone againft 2»

N April, 1667, T came to Loxzon, and within Ten dayes after, I 
became acquainted with Hlrzuh Bedford at the Anzel in Joſs r= 
Lare, a AH dihematical Inſtrument Maker, of whom TI had heard fo 
much Fame in the A{91 th, and what Service he did here for Friends 
n Londoz ,, and not only tor thoſe that were in London, but alſo in 
ther Parts of tie Kingdom ; for he was a man of a bold Spirit, 
nd could go ro the King art any time, when others could notpol- 
lble come to ſpeak with Him ; and that he was ready at all times 
og0tothe King, to deliver either Lerter,or any Meſſage, according 
$he had Orders or Dirc&ions ; whereby , he became very ſervice- 
ble to all Friends ; and he was a Faithful good Friend himſelf; 
then T thought, my ſelf in no ſmall Happineſs, for coming to vilit 
lim: I often found George Fox with him, and ſometimes while I 
-tood or fat by him, George Fox would come and enquire of him a- 
bout buſineſs that he had done at the Court, then I thought my 
kf more happy than ever, that ar the firſt T ſhould light with fo 
god an Aquaintance : And underitanding that George was great 
with him, 1 choughe by this means, I might get ſome Preſerment,
